sford educated schoolmaster, John Walter Fletcher 
was born in England in May 1847 and migrated to 
Australia in 1875. 


Known as the father of Australian soccer’, in 1877 he 
adyovated the establishment of soccer in Sydney, however 
the frat club was not formed until 1880. 


‘Vleteher was the foundation secretary of Australia’s first 
club The Wanderers, formed in Sydney in 1880 and 
wie responsible for another club started by students at 
Coreen College, 


I }HN2, he formed the NSW English FA, Australia’s first 
soecer desociation and one of the earliest outside the 
United Kingdom, 


‘Two years later, he moved to the NSW Blue Mountains 
where he established other teams. 


Moeteher joined the Bar in 1893, became a magistrate

member of the Melbourne Prahran club, Arthur 
. Gibbs arrived from the United Kingdom in 1884 and 


immediately founded Victoria’s Anglo-Australian 
Football Association. 


He was the foundation secretary of the Association until 
1887, and captained Victoria in the inter-colonial series 
against New South Wales from 1884 to 1886. 


Gibbs was also the co-founder of soccer in New Zealand 
when he was transferred there by his insurance company in 


1890. 


In 1901, Gibbs visited London in an attempt to get a British 
team to tour and finally retired in London in 1909. . 
Gibbs was the acmalan representative on the English FA 
council between 1910 and 1928, and paid Australia’s yearly 
contribution to the FA from 1886 to 1923 when the 
Australian Soccer Association was founded.

Hovkerty gave SU years of his life to Victorian soccer before 
he died in 1905, aged 85, 
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ob Telfer migrated to Australia in 1927 from Wishaw

He contributed to the game of soccer as a player, a‘ 
coach, referee, manager of International and State teams, 
administrator, soccer writer and editor. 


Telfer officiated in the positions of secretary, chairman and 
president of the SASFA in Adelaide, was an International 
selector and member of many committees, including the 
Soccer Committee for the Olympic Games held in 
Melbourne in 1956. 


He was honoured with life membership of his local club 
Kingswood and also received player life membership 
together with full life membership of the South Australia 
Soccer Federation. ‘ 


He was captain and coach of his club Kingswood and won 
various medals, as well as being chairman of the junior 
schools council.

He was the foundation president of the Victorian Soccer 
Federation and the South Melbourne Soccer Club, a leading 
member of the ASF and helped negotiate Australia’s re- 
admittance to FIFA after a three year ban. 


His commitment and passion for the sport was shown by the 
numerous positions he held, including Patron and trustee, of the 
Victorian Soccer Federation, vice-president of the ASF and 
Australia’s representative to FIFA. 


Marmaris assjsted two clubs to combine to form South' 
Melbourne, oversaw the development of Middle Park Stadium 
and was responsible for the purchase of the building in St Kilda 
which became the first VSF Soccer House. 


He was made a life member of the ASF in #967 and was 
awarded the MBE for his community effort and service to the 


sport, particuarly his efforts in helping to establish the National 
Soccer League. 


ihe! Weinstein arrivedyin Australia in 1950 and quickly 


heeame an administratiy leader in the sport. 
Hor in Poland in 1923, he started as team manager of the 
Melhourie Hakoah Club, was a foundation member of the 
A\vetratinn and Vietorian Associations and was the driving force 
behind the purchase of Victorian soccer's first home in St Kilda.

The 1970 campaign was a marathon, winning the sub-group 
tournament in Seoul, needing three matches to get past Rhodesia 
and then falling to Israel. a5 
Australia finally broke through the barrier when it qualified for the 
1974 finals in Germany but had plenty of worrying moments. 


The Socceroos came out on top in the tournament played in Sydney 
against New Zealand, Indonesia and Iraq but had to be content with 
draws with New Zealand twice and Iraq and wins over Indonesia 
(twice) and Iraq (once).

independent committee to acknowledge and honour 
outstanding services to national soccer. 


The committee was to establish criteria, consider nominations and 
work towards completion of the project. 


Commissioner Don Di Fabrizio was asked to chair the committee and 


invited Victorian Soccer Federation Life Member Donald Sutherland 


.to accept the position of Administrator. 


After early discussion, it was agreed they should seek details of 
honour programs in place with other major sporting bodies, such as 
the English FA, the Australian AFL Hall of Fame, FIFA and the US 
National Basketball Association, to assess those programs which had 
been developed from prior experience. 


It was further agreed that an initial database should be established to 
gather existing data relative to the project, which was already in 
place in State and National soccer organisations around Australia. 


Further information could be added relating to Australian and 
Commonwealth recognition of outstanding Australians who had 
contributed to the growth and development of soccer in Australia. 


This first meeting, on October 30, 1996 at Soccer House in 
Melbourne also decided to consider people who might be able to 
provide input or who could be nominated as members of the 
committee. 


At the November meeting, Mr Sutherland agreed to draw up a basic 
questionnaire. The meeting, which was attended by Soccer Australia 
Chief Executive David Woolley, considered expanding the committee 
to five and to have a number of Honours chapters to include former 
players, administrators, referees, media and Futsal.

The first draft Nomination Kit was tabled at the August 1997 meeting 
by Mr Sutherland, as well as draft criteria on which the awards 
should be based, Members also submitted a list of names of 
prominent people for consideration for the Panel of Review to finalise 
the awards, A visit was made by Messrs. Di Fabrizio and Sutherland 
to the Australian Institute of Sport in Canberra to see whether there 
was space to host a Soccer Australia Hall of Fame. 


Nomination kits were distributed in November 1997, with a closing 
date at the end of Mebruary 1998, The Honours Committee was also 
instrumental in staging a funetion in Melbourne for past international 
players, 


Mr Sutherland, on medical advice, tendered his resignation at the 
meeting in Mebruary 1998 ind Me ‘led Simmons was elected to take 
of the position of Administrator, All members paid tribute to Mr 
Sutherland and his continued work in arranging for the criteria and 
nomination kits to be prepared and especially for his efforts in the 
early days in helping to form the committee, Due to a poor response, 
the closing date for nominations was extended to April 30, 1998.

be expected, 


Outstanding performance on the playing field in an 
Australian representative capacity will be recognised in the 
Hall of Champions, while outstanding performance as an 
administrator, official or other non-playing capacity, will be 
recognised in the Hall of Honour. 


2. Moilal of Exepllence/ fol of Monaur 


Awarded for distinguished service or contribution, either on 
or off-the -field, in any area of Soccer activity, whether at 
State or Territory level, nationally or internationally.
